political dictation as regards tbe dis- 
position 
of public patronage. . We 


believe in a great 
measure 
in the 


policy of "to the victors 
belong 
the 


spoils." 
At the same 
time, 
we be- 


lieve that public business 
should be 


condnoted on. tbe 
same 
lines 
of 


economy 
as 
an individual 
would 


followin bis own private 
aitaira. 
In 


years gone by allcounty printing and 
advertising was let by contract 
with 


the. lowest bidder. In some 
years, 


the. competition 
was such 
that 
the 


county got its work done at ridicul- 
ously low 
figures— figures 
that no 


printer could exist on. 
.That, how- 


ever, was the fault of the newspaper 
men themselves, and not of the law." 
Jt Is true, printers 
and publishers 


could enter into a combination among 
themselves 
under ' 


the ' lowest bid 


system 
to 
guard 
against 
ruinous 


competition, and insure a fair price 
for public work, as for private work. 
That is their privilege, 
and certainly 


nothing can be said against 
such 
an 


arrangement. 
It is infinitely prefer- 


able to the system 
of attempting 
to 


use patronage 
under 
a policy of re- 


wards and punishments, 
as the exist- 
ing laws certainly favor.

be on a sate footing. Itis a mistaken 
idea that every branch 
of human in- 


dustry may be subjected 
to thelicense 


tax. 
There 
are some 
things 
that 


demand 
exemption 
as 
a matter 
of 


right. 
Among these is the right to 


exercise one's mental or manual labor 
in earning 
a living. 
It would 
be 


ridiculous to impose a license 
on a 


man engaged in shoveling 
rock for a 


livelihood, 
or a farmer 
tillingthe 


soil. Still we cannot see that it would 
be any more out of joint than 
to tax 


a carpenter, a blacksmith, or adoctor. 
The logic of such a license 
system 


reduces itself to this. 
Ifany .man 


is a nonentity— a do-nothing, 
a va- 


grant, 
he is exempt; ifhe is ambit- 


ious and active in any 
direction, he 


must pay tollin the way of a license. 
No government 
can afford, 
even by 


implication, to sanction 
such a pro- 


position. 


Perhaps the most ticklish business 


that a county or city government 
is 


called upon to tackle is the 
framing 


ot ordinances providing 
tor the 
pay- 


ment of licenses 
tor all classes 
of 


.business 
that 
come 
\u25a0 within 
tbe 


purview ot such 
enactments. 
Noth- 


ing can have a more damaging effect 
upon 
a town 
than 
the levying of 


palpably 
unjust 
and 
iniquitous ex- 


actions in this direction. It is more- 
over, a 
very difUcnlt task, in many 


cases, 
to distinguish the dividing line 


between 
a just 
and legal, and an 


oppressive and illegal license. 
Tbe 


county ordinances 
for revenue 
pur- 


poses have caused 
more trouble than 


allother local ordinances 
combined. 


The perfect schedule -of licenses 
has 


yet to be framed. 
The very principle 


that citizens should be taxed for ex- 
ercising their right 
to earn a living 


by legitimate 
methods 
of business 


is a galling proposition. 
There 
can 


be no valid objection 
to licensing 


saloons, 
cigar 
and 
tobacco, 
and 


similar branches 
of business, 
which 


depends 
for support 
on a vitiated 


appetite or taste, and which tend 
to 


increase the cost of government. 
But 


why an absolutely necessary 
business, 


such as dealer ingeneral merchandise 
for instance, 
shoud 
be asked to con- 


tribute for the 
privilege of plying 


his vocation, is not easy 
of 
explan- 


ation. 
Why he should 
be taxed, in 


addition to a property tax, and other 
lines' of business escape, is an enigma. 
But so itis, and so it has 
been 
for 


many years. 
Revenue 
must be pro- 


vided for supporting the government, 
and a license tax is found an 
easy 


and, 
where 
judiciously 
guarded, 


an equitable method of raising funds, 
especially 
for municipal 
purposes. 


But extremes in this direction are 
dangerous, 
and apt to be far more 


hurtful than 
the revenue 
derived 


might prove beneficial.

the road inseveral places and the com- 
pany deems it advisable to strengthen 
the weak spots along 
the line before 


venturing to send 
passengers 
over it 


again. 


Leaving Kayok, a short run brought 


us 
to Prince 
William sound. 
We 


stopped 
at the 
fishing and 
mining 


towns of Orca and Ellamar, the mili- 
tary post at Fort Laitoum, and the 
port of Valdez (Valdeez) whence 
the 


U. S. telegraph and mailtrail goes to 
the interior, via the Copper river val- 
ley. 
This town 
was started in 1899, 


and was claimed to be the 
starting 


point of the best 
all-American route 


to the interior. 
About a dozen rail- 


roads have been started, on paper, and 
grading begun on several ot them, but 
as yet none have 
passed 
out of the 


hands of the 
promoters. 
Valdez has 


made a strong fight to hold the first 
plaoe in the race 
for becoming 
the 


metropolis of Southern Alaska. 
Last 


year a flood swept 
away about a third 


of the buildings in the town, as many 
more are dow empty, 
but nil tiio vim 


and ginger 
seem to . be concentrated 


in the remaining 
third. 
This year 


grading has been commenced for two 
railroads to the interior, and every 
possible pull, push or influence is be- 
ing used to get help from the coming 
congress. 
We leftValdez in the after- 


noon, stopped at the mining 
town of 


La Touche (LaToosh) some time dur- 
ing the nignt, and on the 
morning of 


Oct. 11th were entering Resurrection 
bay, on the weat coast of Kenai penin- 
sula. The entrance is about two miles 
wide, each side 
guarded 
by granite 


bluffs nearly a thousand 
feet high. 


Northward we sailed for a couple of 
hours, and landed 
on the wharf at 


Seward, our journey's 
end and new 


home, exactly two months 
from the 


day we left liumpart in a row boat, 


Malaspina glaoier, with its area 
of 


1500 square 
miles, reaches 
fromMt. 


St. Elias to the 
sea, 
spreading 
out 


like.a great 
apron, 
'spotless 
and 


white. 
The 
following morning 
we 


passed 
cape 
Yaktag, 
where 
several 


hundred 
miners 
are 
washing 
gold 


from the beach 
sands. 
We had 
on 


board a large quantity of supplies for 
them, 
but the sea 
was rough and 


there is no haibor, so they bad 
the 


fun of seeing us sail by, and hoping 
tor better weather on the return trip. 
At dark we rounded 
the 
pinnacle of 


rock at the end of cape St. Elias, and 
anchored 
oft Kayak, a small island 


fourteen miles from Catella 
on the 


main land. 1 was here two years ago, 
during he oil excitement. 
The whole 


country is fullof oilseeps. 
A 9 inch 


well had been sunk 3G5 feet, when oil 
was struck, which spouted 
30 feet in 


the air. Ananalysis showed itto be of 
the finest grade and 
with a paraftine 


base so that less than U5 deg. 
was 


wasted. 
A 
rash 
of new 
comers 


ensued, 
a town was laid 
out and 


application made to have the harbor 
surveyed so that ships might come 
close to the shore instead oflanding 
at Kayok. But just as things begin to 
boom, agents of-a great oil syndicate 
appeared and the companies, 
who bad 


began to develop the oilfields, found 
itto their interest to quit. The gov- 
ernment survey of the harbor has been 
held np, and the 
only result of the 


workis a lake of crude petroleum ina 
depression just below the capped well, 
filledfrom the 
seeps 
that come 
up 


outside the casing and furnishing free 
kindling material 
for the 
settlers. 


Willthe'people ever 
open 
their eyes 


and stop such tyranny? 


Pardon the 
digression, 
but 
these 


things 
are 
maddening 
to American 


born citizens 
who 
understand 
the 


facts. 


The evening after leaving Sitka we 


entered Yakutat bay, which is shaped 
likea cow's horn, at the tip cf which 
we landed, and found a lively town. 
The wharf was just begun when 1 was 
here two years ago. 
Now a railroad 


runs twelve miles into the forest, and 
brings lumber to supply the fast in- 
creasing 
demand 
along 
the coast. 


Before dark we were out of the 
bay 


and 
feasting our eyes on the 
18000 


teet of magnificence 
of Mt.St. Elias, 


which marks the 141st meridian, 
and 


beginning of the thirtymilepanhandle 
that runs 
down to 54 deg 
40min., 


which 
was 
the northern 
limit of 


United States domainuntil we weakly 
gave up to British diplomacy 
almost 


400 miles of frontage on the Pacific. 
It was this 
which encouraged 
the 


Canadians 
in 1898 to try to break 


through 
this strip and get a port in 


the north. 
They failed to get the 


port, but did crowd us out of about

HAD FATAL MURDER BRAND 


K irk on Texas Steer Played Strange 
P a rt in a Number of 
Tragedies. 


The big w hite steer, 
w hich 
w a i 
known to the cowmen and others in 
w est Texas on account of the popular 
brand which it bore on its left side and 
the tragedies In which it had played 
a passive but Im portant part. Is dead. 
The death recalls a series of the sta rt­ 
ling m urders In this region, says an 
Alpine (Tex.) special to the K ansas 
City Times. The steer was an outcast 
for 12 years. 
It roamed the range at 
will. Many are the lonely travelers to 
whom it brought a chill of terro r when 
they caught sight of the words which 
were branded In large letters across 
the length of Its left side. These words 
were: 
“Murder, 1889." 
Judge 
Van 
Sickle, of this place, is fam iliar w ith 
the tragic Incidents in the life of this 
rem arkable steer. 
H e said: 
“In January, 1889, 
a big 
roundup 
took place on the Leon Clpa ranch, In 
B rew ster county. 
There were many 
cowboys In th is roundup, and some 
were desperate charactera 
A dispute 
arose between H. H. Powe and Fine 
Ollliland as to 
the 
ownership 
and 
branding of a certain yearling. 
The 
two men fought a desperate duel at 
close range w ith six-shooters. 
Howe 
was one-armed. Ollliland killed Howe, 
mounted a horse and fled to escape the 
vengeance of the cowboys, who had 
taken sides w ith Howe. 
The yearling 
w as roped and branded1 ‘Murder, 1889,’ 
and then turned loose on the range. 
“Six weeks after the killing two mem­ 
bers of a ranger squad—John Putnam 
and T. T. Cook—started on a scout for 
Fort Stockton. 
In the m ountains they 
came face to face w ith Gilliland. 
In 
the fight Cook was wounded and 01119- 
land was killed where he fought b e ­ 
side his dead horse. 
“Putnam and Oook were surveying 
the scene of the late battle when a 
w hite steer walked out of a bunch of 
scrubby live oaks and sniffed a t 01111- 
land's body. 
As the anim al turned to 
w alk aw ay the tw o rangers saw the 
Brand, 'M urder, 1889,’ on its left side. 
T hat steer was m ore than 7S miles 
from w here It was branded and turned 
loose six m onths before. 
“Some tim e before G illiland's death 
•Jeff* Webb, a nephew of Ollliland, left 
Alpine w ith a pet bear. The m orning 
following his dead body was found on 
the road tow ard F o rt Davis. Ollliland 
suspected th a t W ebb had been killed 
by Sam Taylor, a desperado. One night 
not long after this, Taylor w as killed 
in the back room of a saloon a t Alpine 
while playing poker by some one who 
flred a load of buckshot through the 
window. 
He leaned forw ard over the 
table, the cards still grasped In his 
lifeless hand. 
He had Just won a pot 
w ith aces and eights, which was there­ 
a fter know n as a ‘dead m an’s hand.’ 
In after years the outcast steer was 
seen at night 
standing 
m editatively 
near the window of th a t saloon."

Every energetic, 
wide-awake, progressive state, we are 
ap t to reason w ith ourselves, has a 
debt, and usually a large and grow ing 
one, and th e same Is generally to be 
said of m unicipalities and private busi- 
neaa corporations. 
B ut Connecticut is peculiar. 
It may 
be said not to Know w hat a state, debt 
Is. 
It never had such a debt a t all, 
apparently, until the civil war, when 
one of some 110,000,000 wds contrib­ 
uted In aid of suppressing the rebel­ 
lion. 
How the good 
old 
common­ 
w ealth ever came, even then, to be 
shaken out of Its steady debtless habits 
Is a question—one testifying to the 
profound upheaving Influences of th a t 
conflict as no other single b it of evi­ 
dence Is able to. B ut Connecticut dl<\ 
borrow some money then, and Issue 
some bonds. 
However, It has never 
done so since, as It never had done 
so before, and now th a t debt is prac­ 
tically extinguished. It am ounted only 
to about #300,000 n et several m onths 
ago, and the treasury now has cash 
on hand 
sufficient 
to 
offset 
th a t 
am o u n t

WAR NEW S BY W IRELESS. 


Kxeiting Adventures of an English 
newspaper Correspondent 
at Port Arthur. 


It was an exciting story w hich Capt. 
Lionel Jam es, a London 
Tim es 
war 
correspondent, told a t the Society of 
A rts a few nights ago. It showed how 
useful a servant of Journalism w ireless 
telegraphy may be made In w arfare, 
and It also provided instances of the 
dangers Incurred by the correspondent 
In m aking use of it. says the London 


C ap t Jam es, giving a history of his 
experiences while sending news from 
the Tim es dispatch boat by m eans of 
the w ireless system , described how he 
w itnessed a naval attack on P o rt A r­ 
thur, and how he found his boat in the 
middle of a Japanese torpedo flotilla. 
We determ ined to give the system 
* real tria l,” he said. "W e commenced 
to send the message, which was 1,600 
words In length, to a station 130 miles 
away. 
The message was sent In four 
sections. 
At the eñá' of the first sec­ 
tion the operator on fhe ship listened 
In vain for a reply. 
“All excitement, was w aiting in the 
operator’s room to see if there was 
any resulL For about five m inutes the 
operator rem ained w ith the telephonic 
receivers glued to his ears, and then I 
saw a light gleam In his eyes. He was 
getting something. 
At last he took off 
the telephone and said in his quiet, 
quaint American way: 
’Captain, we 
will deliver 
the 
goods. 
W eihalw al 
says th a t it is coming in like a drum .’ 
Then I knew th a t the system was a 


The Times dispatch boat, th e Hal- 
mun, was fitted w ith 
the 
De Forest 
wireless apparatus, and 
a receiving 
station was erected 
near W eihaiwel, 
the first message sent being In rela­ 
tion to the landing of K urokl’s arm y. 
Capt. Jam es sent it from a distance 
of 80 miles, and when he reached the 
station found, to his joy, th a t R was 
on Its way to London. 
Then he w ent 
in quest of further adventure. 
A rriving in 
the neighborhood 
of 
P o rt A rthur, he saw three battleships 
and tw o cruisers of the R ussian fleet, 
and im m ediately sent a wlreleas mes­ 
sage to Weihaiweá, 
76 miles 
away. 
A fter this came a run to Chlnampo 
and a dash bask to P o rt A rthur, where 
Im portant events were pending. 
The 
dispatch boat arrived 
there Just 
in 
time. 
“Ju st as day was breaking th e chief 
officer on the H aim un woxe me to aay 
th a t the Japanese fleet was 
on 
our 
starboard beam. W e bad b it it off ex­ 
actly, and keeping abreast of Togo’s 
squadron, we w itnessed the operations 
which coat the R ussian cause a first- 
class battleship and 
Adm iral 
Maka- 
roff.” 
Here la a passage telling of the perils 
of the w ar correspondent: 
"The Yel­ 
low sea, and especially th at portion of it 
which It was our custom to patrol, was 
alive w ith floating mines. Moreover, the 
R ussians, no doubt irritated by their 
m isfortunes, had threatened both m y­ 
self and my operators w ith a violent 
death If we should 
to fall into 
th eir hands. 
“The reason why the Times' system 
eeaeed was because the Japanese naval 
and m ilitary authorities recognized that 
the existence of a possible channel of 
leakage of m ilitary secrets presented s 
flaw In their plan of cam paign." 
Summ ing up, the lecturer said th at he 
thought wireless telegraphy, in conjunc­ 
tion w ith journalistic enterprise, had 
dem onstrated its uses too well, and th a t 
the success of ths system had assisted in 
its downfall.

Dean, of 
Cleveland, has left his desert island to go 
out into the world again, says a W ater­ 
town, N . Y., dispatch. 
Mr. Dean took up his residence there 
aa the result of an election bet made in 
189#. The term s of the wager were th at 
If he loet he was to live on the m ost des­ 
olate spot he could find in the Thousand 
islands until a republican president had 
been elected three tim es In succession. 
Although supplied w ith provisions, 
Dean was to see no hum an being except 
the ferrym an who brought supplies 
svery six m onths. During the Cleveland- 
Harriso o cam paign Mr. Dean m ade the 
bet w ith Frederick R. Peters In a London 
elub. H ad the Englishm an lost he was 
to have led the sam e existence on the 
Shetland islands until a dem ocratic pres­ 
ident was elected thrice. 
A fter 
the election Peters released 
Dean from the agreem ent, but the latter 
Insisted on paying the bet In the fullest 
m easure and commenced his fife In exile 
in June, 1892. Peters died about five 
years ago because of worry over the fail­ 
ure of Dean to leave the island. 
The m orning after the last election 
Dean was taken from the island to Mon­ 
treal. At th a t tim e he claim s his beard 
was about three feet long and his hair 
about the same length. He had become 
accustomed to life on the island and af­ 
ter a visit to Cleveland, where an agent 
has settled up his affairs, he will return 
and w rite a book on his experiences.

Burkett, of Nebraska, Vi/ho Defeated 
Wm. J. Bryan for the Toga. 
From the farm furrow to the Sen­ 
ate 
is 
the 
somewhat 
remarkable 
record of the youngest member of that 
body, Elmer J Burkett, of Nebraska. 
To be elected a Senator Is considered 
a distinction worthy the ambition of 
any American youth; to be the “baby” 
member of the greatest of legislaUve 
bodies is a higher distinction, and es­ 
pecially as In the case of Mr Burkett, 
where the race was a hot one, and his 
opponent an able and renowned an­ 
tagonist, no other man than William 
J. Bryan. 
Out in Nebraska, says Edgar O. 
Snyder, of the Omaha Bee, who is fa­ 
m iliar w ith state politics, there has 
been in 
the past a num ber of long 
draw n out senatorial deadlocks. The 
people were not only dissaUsfied with 
conditions, but they were determined 
to stop i t They concluded to direct 
the action of the legislature. 
Nomination by the People. 
The newspapers took up the m atter 
of a popular nomination very ener­ 
getically, and the plan w as suggested 
of having a state convention nominate 
a candidate for United States Senator, 
and instruct their legislative nominees 
to vote for him when the legislature 
met. Of course, there w as opposition 
to the plan in certain quarters, for it 
materially interfered with the desires 
of the “ bosses” who had controlled 
Nebraska politics for many years, and 
Burkett w as not exactly to their liking. 
The opposition, however, did not de­ 
velop any groat am ount of strength, 
and Mr- Burkett w as unanimously de­ 
clared the choice of the Republicans of 
the state for Senator, to succeed Sena-

tor Dietrich, and, of course. Republi­ 
can nominees for the legislature were 
pledged to carry out the action of the 
state convention. 
Hot Contest With Bryan. 
William Jennings Bryan w as the uni­ 
versally accepted candidate against 
Burkett, supported by the Democrats. 
Populists and Free-Silver Republicans. 
The fight was thus narrowed down to 
one between Mr. 
Burkett and 
Mr. 
Bryan for control of the legislature. 
Which one would be senator was de­ 
pendent upon the political complexion 
of that body- 
The campaign, extend­ 
ing over a period of about five months, 
was exceedingly virile, and there was 
plenty of uncertainty to make It Inter­ 
esting, and a t times almost bitter. 
Mr. Burkett, like his distinguished 
opponent, is of even temperament, 
slow to anger and plenteous In that 
brand of good nature that never wears 
off; and so whatever may have dis­ 
turbed others, it can be said that noth­ 
ing harsh or bitter ever passed be­ 
tween them personally. 
Roosevelt’s great popularity 
made 
the state surely Republican, so far as 
the electoral ticket was concerned, but 
Mr. Bryan’s popularity and his force 
as a campaigner made the outcome as 
to the complexion of the legislature 
one of doubt and uncertainty. 
Then, 
too, there were local conditions that 
were not advantageous to the Republi­ 
cans. 
These were the conditions confront­ 
ing Mr. Burkett when the campaign 
of 1904 opened. Mr. Bryan, brilliant, 
shrewd and resourceful as he is, took 
advantage of every mistake of the Re­ 
publicans, and he went into the cam­ 
paign determined to elect 
a 
Demo­ 
cratic legislature. He strove mightily: 
he held meetings In almost every dis­ 
trict: he completely covered the state 
with a special train, and made from 
five to eight rear-platform speeches a 
day, arousing as he always does, great 
enthusiasm. Bnt Mr. Burkett was also 
over the state. 
H e made as many 
speeches as did his opponent, and he is 
a convincer, and he visited every por­ 
tion of the Commonwealth. 
Genius for Organization. 
Probably one of Burkett’s chief at­ 
tributes in his genius for organization. 
As a result of the marshaling of his 
forces, a legislature was elected with 
every one of the thirty-three members 
in the Senate a Republican and only 
nine Fusionists out of one hundred 
members of the House. The legis­ 
lature met and In just 
six minutes 
elected Mr. Burkett a Senator.

Defeat Would Work for Good. 
In March, 1896, I had the pleasure, 
recently remarked an official of the In­ 
dian Department, of traveling in com 
pany with the “Indian party” from 
W ashington City on its way to Car­ 
lisle, Pa., to attend the annual com­ 
mencement exercises of the Indian 
school there.

Naturally the two old veterans, 
serving on opposite sides of our coun­ 
try ’s most desperate war, found much 
in common to talk over and discuss; 
and were together during the entiiP 
trip.

I had the good luck to' be included 
in their conversation from tim e to 
time, and heard much that was in­ 
structive and entertaining. ■ ' 
From present events their conversa­ 
tion drifted back to the heroic days of 
the civil war, and they fought over 
again many of its battles. Then they 
recalled old days at W est Point, when 
Howard was an instructor and had: 
"Fitz” as his pupil. 
“Do you remember,” said General 
Howard, “the tim e at the Point that I 
induced you to attend chapel serv­ 
ices?” 
“Yes,” answered General Lee, "but 
I didn’t go for the services, I went for 
you.” 
Again their conversation was about 
the war, and its decisive battles, and 
to the wonderful changes since those 
tragic days of ’61-5. 
They had discussed the industrial 
conditions of the country, and General 
Lee seemed unusually well informed 
as to the needs and opportunities of 
the South. 
“Do you know,” he said, “the next 
decade will witness an industrial re­ 
naissance for us. We are just begin­ 
ning to get an influx of N orthern capi­ 
tal and push; and we are learning that 
we can get along without the niggers.”

thoughts seemed still to cling round 
past events, “it’s all the result of that 
fight a t Gettysburg.” 
“I don’t know as to that,” responded 
General Lee, “but I wish you would 
tell me how ‘you’ens’ came to win that 
battle." 
“Well,” said the gentle Howard, “I 
didn’t win It, Fitz, God did.” 
“Yes, General,” Lee answered, “I 
know you went up into the steeple of 
that old church at Gettysburg for some 
purpose, but I didn’t know it was for 
that." ' 
Lee gazed for some time out of the 
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Striking Figure of the Cavalry Lead 
er as He Appeared in tne Later 
Years of His Life, But Not as He 
Looked During the War. 
The dedication of a statue of Gen­ 
eral Phil Sheridan a t Somerset, Ohio, 
on Nov. 2nd, revives interest in the 
career of the great cavalry leader of 
the Union armies. 
The state of Ohio 
erected the statue, an equestrian one 
and theré his 
birth was 
recorded, 
which will stand in the public square 
of the quaint old village 
in 
which 
Sheridan, lived as a boy. 
It was al­ 
ways believed, prior to his death, that. 
SHeridan was bom in the village. 
He 
and his family allowed the impression 
to remain as there w as 
some 
hope 
that he might be nominated for Presi­ 
dent. Sheridan himself was always 
proud to call himself an Ohio man. 
When he died his relatives adm itted 
that he was not even born in this 
country, but on a ship when L.s par­ 
ents were en 
route 
from 
Ireland. 
They settled first a t Albany, 
N. 
Y., 
and there his 
birth 
was 
recorded 
However it w as in Somerset th at he 
grew up, a quick alert little Irish lad 
whose greatest delight in youth was 
to aw ait the coming of the stagie that 
he might ride the horses to water. 
His old mother used to tell in her de­ 
clining years of Phillies great love for 
horses and how hard his father used 
to whip him for riding every horse ho 
could find to m ount 
Early Cavalry Training. 
T hat early love of horses stood Phil 
in good stead when he entered the 
cavalry arm of the service and fitted 
for the famous “Sheridan’s Ride” 
to the battle of Winchester. Sheridan 
began as a clerk in the village store 
and was sent to W est Point by a con-

catch the 
Catholic vote. 
Alas, the con­ 
gressman w as beaten, hut he gave the 
nation a great soldier and in later 
years when the man was in trouble, 
Sheridan came to his relief in a grate­ 
ful manner.

Country W as Once Inhabited by an 
A ncient People—Only Ruins Left to 
Indicate a Teem ing and Prosperous 
Population. 
Swinging gently in one’s hammock 
beneath wide spreading fig trees load­ 
ed with luscious fruit, and breathing 
into the nostrils the fragrance of a 
field of Peruvian clover mingling with 
the alm ost tropical bloom about me, it 
is indeed hard to iielieve th at this very 
spot, only a few years ago, boasted 
naught save the 
horned 
toad, 
the 
Gila monster and the rattlesnake. A 
suspicion of a scent of desert sage 
wafted on a summer morning's zephyr 
awakes in one a realization that, just 
beyond this fair oasis, gaunt desola­ 
tion,' weird 
and 
mysterious, 
stalks 
wide under relentless skies of brass. 1 
All these thoughts and others are 
yours when you drop into Phoenix 
or Mesa, or any of the little oases in 
the Salt River Valley, after the long 
hot ride across 
the 
burning 
sands 
which intervene between it and El 
Paso, Texas. 
You are glad to feast 
your eyes on the green verdure which 
seems to spring suddenly from out 
the sere desert 
An Almost Troplcal Climate. 
Phoenix, beautiful In • a garb of 
tropical luxuriance, with wide aven­ 
ues shaded by magnificent palms or 
shapely umbrella trees, with pleasant 
homes alm ost hidden by vines and 
flowers, bids you welcome. 
Many of her pioneers and her best 
citizens came here to fight a last bat­ 
tle with thait dreaded scourge, the 
W hite Plague—tuberculosis— and the 
welcome they received from the des­ 
ert brought the bloom of health to 
their cheeks and new hope to their 
hearts, and is reflected In the welcome 
which greets the stranger a t 
their 
gates to-day. 
Ours is usually termed a new coun­ 
try, yet in Arizona one views the re­ 
mains of a civilization that flourished 
as long ago as the eighth or ninth cen­ 
tury, and mayhaps as ancient as th at 
of the first. There is an irrigation ca­ 
nal, deep and wide, cut from the 6olid 
rock by a race which lived in the

With a courage born of experience 
with arid conditions, a sublime faith 
in their chosen field, the people brave­ 
ly tried to meet misfortunes and to 
overcome them. It

Interstate Commerce 
Commission 
Bill is Administration M easure—The 
Foraker Bill and th e Elkins Bill Al< 
ternatives. 
After its usual little flurry of busi­ 
ness before Christmas, followed by the 
holiday period, Congress is now ready 
to settle down to the seriouB work of 
the session. 
Probable debate looms 
up large on the Panam a Canal ques­ 
tion, the railroad rate issue and the 
tariff. Of these the railroad question 
is undoubtedly the most important, at 
least it is the new est subject; and 
while no legislation may be desired 
on the other issues, If & railroad rate 
bill is to be passed, as is the an­ 
nounced desire of the leaders and the 
President, practically unlimited debate 
will ensue. 
It has been stated that 
the House would likely act promptly, 
as it did last year, but it is something 
of a problem as to w hat will be the 
procedure in 'the Senate. 
The Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission rate bill 
appears to h are taken the place of the 
Esch-Townsend bill of last session. 
Technically there is to be no Adminis­ 
tration bill, which designation w as ac­ 
corded the Esch-TownBend measure, 
but with the members of the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission in hearty 
accord with the President, It is un­ 
derstood th at the Commission's bill 
contains the basis of the Administra­ 
tion's demands. 
On the other hand, th® Foraker rate 
bill and the Elkins bill are the prin­ 
cipal 
alternative .m easures 
before 
Congress. 
' •- 
** 
The issues, then, would be thus 
joined, and the two houses would 
likely struggle with it for a large por­ 
tion of the session, with the probabil­ 
ity that in the end a compromise 
would be reached. This contemplates 
some modifications of th e President’s 
measure, which will not necessarily 
mean defeat for him or give him cause 
for em barrassment. 
It is conceded, 
even by those who are avowedly sup­ 
porting President Roosevelt’s railroad 
rate policy, th at he is too stanch a 
partisan to embroil his party in dan­ 
gerous strife on the verge of a general 
Congressional • election th at will be 
fraught with unusual importance to 
other policies' which the President 
heartily desires should be carried out 
as Administration measures backed by 
a practically solid Republican support. 
Tariff revision, or “readjustm ent” 
is one of those policies which is said 
to be close to the Presidential heart, 
and a new and practical assertion of 
the 
Monroe 
Doctrine, 
particularly 
with 
relation to such threatening 
muddles as th at in Santo Domingo, le 
said to be another. 
P rotests From Shippers. 
A rather peculiar development of 
the railroad question is the action of 
great numbers of large shippers who 
theoretically are the very men who 
should favor stringent rate legislation, 
but who are vigorously expressing 
themselves as adverse to radical ac­ 
tion. Since Congress met, great num­ 
bers of letters and protests have been 
received from shippers all over the 
country, declaring th a t they are ad­ 
verse to giving thé-cate-making power 
to the In terstate. Commerce Commis­ 
sion, or to any other political tribunal. 
The protests coming from shippers to 
members of Congress are very ef­ 
fective, since the shippers «r®-irkúiíHy 
among the m ost influential m en in

Party harmony, to the end of con­ 
tinued party control, is known to be 
quite as inspiring a motive w ith Pres­

Augustus Peniatowski. 
In ISIS Em­ 
peror Alexander eonfirmed the order, 
and Tsar Nicholas, In 1831, united it 
with the Russian orders. 
Russian 
priests are excluded from the order. 
It Is one of the few to which a pension 
Is attached, which does not detract 
from its popularity. 
The order decorates Russia’s 
most 
distinguished soldiers and statesmen, 


Inquisition and is conferred for distin­ 
guished civic and religious services. 
The Order of the Crown of 
Italy, 
founded in 1868 by King Victor Em­

The Grand Cross of Saint Gregory 
the Great, worn by several diplomats, 
was founded in 1861 by Pope Gregory 
XVI. It is conferred for political ser­ 
vices without Teligious distinction. The 
great pontiff’s vignette in gold is in the 
centre. It was prominent among the 
Latin orders. The Order of Charles III 
of Spain, founded in 1771, by th at mon­ 
arch, Is worn by King Alfonso X III, 
others of the royal blood and distin­ 
guished statesmen. 
It has been con­ 
ferred on several European diplomats 
anJ was one of the most beautiful eeen 
at the W hite House. Cipriano Castro, 
Venezuela’s turbulent President, lav­ 
ishly dispenses the famous order of 
Simon Bolivar, the Liberator, worn by 
Don Augusto Pulido, Venezuela’s dip­ 
lomat.

Conferred Upon A dm iral W alker. 


This order was instituted by that 
country’s Congress in 1825, and is the 
only South American chivalric order. 
It was conferred on R ear Admiral 
John G Walker, late of the Panam a 
Canal Commission. 
Venezuela’s crest 
and a vignette of the great Liberator 
ornaments the centre with the motto 
“Libertad.” 
■* 
Honduras, only order Is "Santa 
Rosa,” created by her Congress in 
1868 to commemorate the regeneration 
of Honduras. 
“The Order of Glory,” founded by 
Achmed Bey, of Tunis, in 1837, Is be­ 
stowed by France 
for distinguished 
valor and patriotism. It adorned sev­ 
eral of the attache*. A beautiful relic 
of Spanish judicial distinction is seen 
in the two raised shields on the cross 
representing the scales of Justice and 
Spain’s coat of arms, surmounted by 
her crown. 
It is worn by that coun­ 
try’s great jurists, one of whom was 
present a t the diplomatic reception. 
The orders of Europe, Asia, Africa 
and South America 
date 
from 
the 
earliest days of 
knighthood 
to the 
present time. 
They are 
beautifully 
hand wrought in solid 
gold, 
silver, 
jewels and enamels. 
The coats of arms, sovereign crests 
and mottoes of the respective countries 
are inscribed upon the crosses. 
The 
decorations, made chiefly In °aris, 
Vienna and Berlin, are rarely seen in 
this country except at the reception of 
the President and on occasions when 
the diplomatic 
corps 
are 
officially 
present at state functions. The aver­ 
age diameter of the grand crosses seen 
in this article ts three to four Inches 
and their weight from two to four 
ounces. The regal splendor of the dip­ 
lomats, taken as a whole, adorneu with 
these brilliant decorations on uniforms 
of gold and silver braid and buttons 
was beyond words, paling Into Insig­ 
nificance the modest attire of our own 
democratic official "full dress” attire; 


Paris S ta ta e o f Franklin. 
The two hundredth anniversary of 
the birth of Benjamin Franklin on the 
17th of January has brought to light 
the regard with which that philosopher 
and statesman is esteemed, not only by 
Americana, but by foreigners as yelL 
The memory of Franklin, as first min­ 
ister of the United States to France, is 
much revered in the capital of that 
country, and It is quite fitting that the 
first statue to him in a foreign clime 
should be unveiled in Paris. 
As early as May 23 last Mr. John H. 
H arjes, at present the resident mem­ 
ber in Paris of the firm of Morgan, Har. 
jes & Co., formulated an offer to Paris 
officials of a bronze statue of Franklin. 
W hile it was originally intended that 
the gift to Paris of th e statue should

Portugal’s Royal M ilita ry Order of 
Christ, founded in 1517 by tfing Denis 
I, was displayed by the Viscount de 
Alte, the literary Portuguese minister. 
The cross, in a field of white en am el, 
is surmounted by the pierced heart 
and surrounded by a jeweled crown of 
thorns. The decoration grew out of the 


come from the citizens of Philadelphia, 
this plan made little progress and it 
was soon abandoned, so th at the statue 
is the bounty of this firm. 
The statue is a replica of the one 
now standing in front of the Philadel­ 
phia post-office, the only difference be­ 
ing in the size of the pedestal support­ 
ing the figure..

Story of the Indian Malden Who Pilot* 
ed L ew is and Clark—Result of 
Woman’s Work. 
Mrs. Eva Emery Dye, of Oregon 
City, Ore., wrote a book on a very old 
subject, but she treated it in another 
way. This book, “The Conquest,” was 
the history of the Lewis and Clark ex­ 
pedition, with which every school 
child is familiar, but she brought out 
a most refreshing incident showing 
the invaluable services rendered the 
expedition by one woman. 
A number of women of Portland, 
Ore., banded together under the name 
of the Woman’s Club, felt in duty 
bound to honor the memory of that 
one woman, Sacajawea. Mrs. Dye was 
elected 
president 
of 
a 
Sacajawea 
Statue Association. W ith woman’s wit 
they found various methods to acquire 
the necessary $7,000 to erect the 
statue. Even with all the money pro­ 
cured the association found itself in 
a quandary until Mrs. Henry Waldo 
Coe, through the generosity of her 
husband, came to the rescue with the 
copper for the casting. And this lat­ 
ter gift was by no means inconsider­ 
able, for it means nearly ten tons of 
pure copper, not to speak of the ex­ 
penses for smelting and shipping the 
ore across the continent. 
* 
And after all it was but fitting that 
thiB statue should be erected, for had it 
not been for Sacajawea, the Lewis and 
Clark expedition would never 
have 
lived to bring under the American flag

that vast and rich country drained by 
the Columbia River. 
Sacajawea, when but thirteen years 
old, was stolen from her people—the 
Shoshones—and became a slave to the 
Dakotas. They treated her well, how­ 
ever, and a t the age of eighteen they 
sold her to a French fur-trader, Char- 
boneau, who made her his wife, prom­ 
ising th at he would, in time, take her 
to her own people. Shortly after this 
the Lewis and Clark expedition, with 
its motley band, came along, making 
their w inter quarters in th at section 
which is now the southern part of the 
Dakotas. 
The expedition needed a 
guide, and Charboncau learning of 
this, told his wife that by guiding the 
party she would have a chance to find 
her own people. She offered her serv­ 
ices to the pioneers, which were ac­ 
cepted; 
Charboneau was hired as 
cook. 
During th e winter, while the party 
was making preparations for moving 
forward next spring, Sacajawea gave 
birth to a boy baby; yet, not to be de­ 
ferred in her hope of again being 
united to her people, and with her 
baby on her back, she led the party 
over the rugged mountains to the head 
waters of the Columbia. 
Before reaching the end of the jour­ 
ney the explorers came across the 
tribe from which the W estern heroine 
had been stolen. H er own people en­ 
deavored to persuade her to remain 
with them. Sacajawea had given her 
word to guide the men to the Pacific 
Ocean and she was not to be swerved 
from keeping her promise. 
This is 
the story which Mrs. Dye has set forth 
in “The Conquest.” 
All through the 
hook Is full of little incidents of the 
bravery of the woman guide, how she 
saved the band from annihilation at 
the hands of an unfriendly Indian 
tribe, the leader of whom- was her 
brother. Mrs. Dye brings out into the 
light the story of Lewis and Clark 
themselves, in which they give Saca­ 
jawea the credit for having saved their 
lives and having made possible the 
success of their expedition. 
And so this country now gives recog­ 
nition to her services through the 
agency of woman. A statue has been 
erected to a woman through the aid 
of woman; Miss Alice Cooper, of Den­ 
ver, was the designer; Mrs. Dye and 
her woman friends procured the funds 
for the monument and a woman con­ 
tributed the necessary metaL 


T h ey R ead the Senator’s Lips. 
Senator Knox, of Pennsylvania, con­ 
ducted 
a 
rem arkable 
kindergarten 
class in lip-reading by deaf mutes in 
his committee room in the Capitol the 
other day. 
His pupils were half a 
dozen youngsters of both sexes from 
the Philadelphia Home for Training 
Deaf Children in Speech, an institu­ 
tion supported by Miss Mary Garrett, 
who has devoted her life to the work. 
Miss G arrett wishes to broaden the 
scope of the institution by turning it 
into a sort of national normal school 
for the instruction of teachers in the 
art of lip-reading. W ith this object in 
view, she is seeking an appropriation 
of $100,000 from Congress, and her 
visit to Washington with a half dozen 
of her pupils was to interest Senator 
Knox in the project.

Tropical Fruits. 
There Is something fascinating in the 
development of tropical fruits, those 
things which we can not grow in the 
.emperate and colder climates, where 
Jack Frost is sure to reap his annual 
harvest. 
There is the mango, for in­ 
stance, which the Department of Ag­ 
riculture is growing in Porto Rico, and 
the alligator pear, a 
most delicious 
tropical vegetable-fruit, the pepino, and 
a score of others which will stand little 
or no fro st 
To most persons there is 
a glamor and a fascination about the 
tropics and its products. 
We have in 
the United States no tropical section. 
Frosts or chills of atmosphere are 
likely to visit us a t all points. 
In 
Porto Rico and the Philippines, how­ 
ever, are found the genuine tropical 
conditions where nothing worse occurs 
than the hurricane which sweeps aw ay 
every vestige of vegetation, house and 
occupants; but there is no frost 
While we have 
taken 
control 
of 
Porto Rico and the Philippines, never­ 
theless, it is the constant endeavor of 
the home government to cross and hy­ 
bridize tropical with "hardy fruits so 
that they will stand 
the 
cold 
and 
frost of northern climes. 
The artifi­ 
cial evolution of the hardy orange is 
an example of this. 
By selection and 
cross breeding, 
plants can become wonderfully well 
acclimated and as a result the northern 
varieties and species are gradually in­ 
vading the southern fields, while the 
northern orchards are constantly being 
augmented by new species hitherto 
exclusively southern in temperament. 


To Keep Egg Records. 
The Maine Experiment Station has 
published a description of a nest box 
which is claimed to be simple and in­ 
expensive, and certain in its action, 
for use where it is desired to keep a 
record of how hens are laying, in order 
to weed out the poor ones of the flock. 
The station has used these nests in ex­ 
periments 
undertaken 
to 
establish 
breeds of hens that shall excel as egg 
producers. A description of this box, 
and how to make it can be found in 
farm ers’ bulletin No. 114, of the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture.

Through the process of “forcing,” 
owners of greenhouses are 
able 
to 
produce crops, 
weeks and 
months 
before they could arrive a t m aturity 
through natural courses. 
In addition 
the crop is made to develop far more 
rapidly and to attain 
proportions 
such as nature could not accomplish. 
From $2,500,000 to $3,000,000 worth 
of lettuce alone Is “forced” in the 
United States each winter. 
Green­ 
house gardeners in an (endeavor to 
“get rich quick” have failed to note 
that thisj fording 
w as 
weakening 
their stock until now the weak let­ 
tuce often becomes so diseased in the 
hothouse that it is by no means rare 
for a gardener to lose an entire crop 
of greenhouse lettuce by a disease to 
which these overstrained plants are 
particularly liable. 
Dr. B. T. Galloway, chief of 
the 
Bureau of P lant Industry, In order to 
correct this evil, has been working for 
two seasons on this subject and has 
at last succeeded in obtaining a crop 
of w inter lettuce plants immune 
to 
the lettuce disease. At the same time 
the plants are of large size and capa­ 
ble of developing as early as the most 
specialized of w inter lettuce. 
This 
work has involved much time and the 
sarifice of thousands of plants. 
Seed 
of healthy w inter lettuce was planted, 
and

FOREST ABOUNDS IN REMOTE 
NORTHWEST REGIONS. 


Senses Developed to Remarkable 
Degree—Feed Partly Under W ater 
in Summer—Many Bulls Killed In 
Fratracidal B attles. 
Few people have any conception of 
the astuteness of the moose, said a suc­ 
cessful hunter who is exceptionally 
well acquainted with the habits of this 
splendid game animal, in speaking of 
a recent trip. They possess a keenness 
of scent and hearing that is almost be­ 
yond belief, and an intelligence that is 
seldom credited to them by any one 
except those who have devoted consid­ 
erable tim e to studying them and 
their ways. 
In the section of the country where 
we were the larger part of our stay 
moose were exceedingly plentiful, and 
we had the finest opportunity to ob­ 
serve their actions. W e followed them 
from one place to another, endeavor­ 
ing not to frighten them and all the 
while noticing them very closely. 
In the mating season, which com­ 
mences around September 20 and ends 
about the middle of October, the bulls 
are exceedingly vicious, while the cows 
are timid and seek the deepest forests, 
being easily frightened. 
It Is my 
opinion th at the males kill many of 
their m ates a t this time. 
The cows soon betake them selves to 
some island, in order th a t they may not 
be disturbed by wolves or other wild 
animals. The moose calves are about 
as homely and unsightly as anything 
I have ever seen. 
Their heads are 
nearly as long as their bodies, and 
when they are three or four weeks old 
they weigh about 100 pounds.

|o frequently have these complaints 
Irrlved a t the departm ent that offi- 
eials of the Bureau of Plant Industry, 
Bnder the direction of Mr. Frederick V. 
Covllle, the chief botanist, are now 
making extensive experiments to as­ 
certain the exact elements causing this 
damage. 
In order to aid farm ers in the detec­ 
tion of the most common plants found 
on their farms, the departm ent has is­ 
sued a farm ers’ bulletin, No. 86, en­ 
titled “Thirty Poisonous Plants of the 
United States.” 
This gives in detail 
full descriptions of the plants, the 
symptoms 
of the poisoning, and in 
many cases antidotes for the relief of 
men or animals taking in the poison. 
It would be well for all agriculturists 
to keep a copy of this pamphlet among 
their ready reference books. The offi­ 
cials of the Bureau of Plant Industry 
are only too glad to furnish this most 
valuable farm ers’ bulletin to all who 
may apply.

Probably the most destructive pois­ 
onous weed in the United States Is the 
loco; the damage is so extensive that 
during the period between 1881 and 
1885 the State of Colorado paid out 
over $200,000 in an endeavor to exter­ 
m inate the weed. 
The foliage of the loco weed is not 
the agent which im parts the poison to 
live stock grazing upon land impreg­ 
nated with it, it is the roots and stalk 
which contain the poison. 
Animals 
under the influence of the stim ulant go 
through antics as though they were in­ 
toxicated, their eyes become glassy, 
they sprawl around in maudlin fashion 
until, with sheer exhaustion, they fall 
to the ground in a stupor. The effect 
of the poison is not acute, hut in its 
slow 
progress 
simulates 
diseases 
caused by bacteria, worms or other 
parasites. The stages of a locoed ani­ 
mal are recognized by officials of the

death cup. The former has been used 
in Europe for hundreds of years as a 
fly poison, and in A sia'it was formerly 
used as an intoxicant. Cattle are pois­ 
oned by this species as well as men, 
and it is supposed that the flesh of live 
stock so poisoned is rendered unwhole­ 
some. The death cup is not quite so 
large as the fly am anita and is not so 
attractive in appearance to th e inex­ 
perienced and experimenting epicure. 
A large number of cases of poisoning 
have been attributed to this fungus; in 
most of them it was supposed to be edi­ 
ble, and in a few instances the mere 
handling of the plant caused serious 
trouble. 
The bulletin above mentioned goes 
on to describe the common poisonous 
weeds and plants of the country, some 
of which are thriving in abundance in 
the East, W est, North and South, and 
it is believed covers the weeds which 
"bring harm to the farm er of every sec­ 
tion.

persuasion can induce her to again 
commence doing business until she is 
ready. 
The 
California 
Experiment 
Station has been making tests with the 
object of shortening the moulting sea­ 
son of laying fowls. 
Hens usually 
commence moulting in the early fall 
and the plan of the California Station 
is to hasten this tim e into early sum­ 
mer. This is accomplished by a method 
of light feeding, followed w ith heavy 
feeding. The egg-laying is stopped 
and moulting is brought on by a one- 
half reduction of the supply of nitro­ 
genous food, meat, middlings, and the 
like. 
The hens, under this plan, stop 
egg-laying and go to moulting. 
In 
about a month, it is claimed, the moult­ 
ing process is all finished and then the 
ordinary feeding is resumed: the hen 
then begins to lay eggs early in the 
fall. 
The experiments of the station 
have not been concluded, so th at it is 
still unsafe to say whether or not the 
new method will prove practically suc­ 
cessful.

The calf and its mother remain to­ 
gether for about nine months, the 
mother, of course, providing food and 
shelter for the younger animal. 
But 
after th at length of tim e has elapsed 
she will try to get away. In order to 
do this she will often travel miles up­ 
stream, so as to leave no scent, and, 
as a rule, she succeeds in accomplish­ 
ing her purpose. 
The bulls have a peculiar grunting 
sound by which they call to the cows. 
A man can im itate the call after long 
practice, but not so perfectly as to de­ 
ceive them. The only way in which this 
ruse can be successfully carried out 
is to make your call at the same time 
that the moose make their noise. 
In 
this manner I have called them under 
the branches of the tree in which I 
have been sitting from distances as 
great as a mile or more. 
The males also have an odd habit of 
striking their antlers against trees, 
making a sound that rings clear as a 
bell, after which they bellow long and 
loud. 
On a quiet night they can be 
heard miles away. This appears to he 
their mode of expressing defiance and 
challenging a rival to contest. 
Antlers No Handicap. 
It is astonishing to see them go 
through the woods while bearing their 
immense branching antlers. They cal­ 
culate the distance between two trees 
to a nicety and hardly ever strike a 
branch. 
But perhaps the strangest 
part of this performance is that this 
does not seem to retard their speed 
in the slightest. 
In the summer they seek the water, 
where they will not be pestered by 
flies, and stay there during most of the 
warm weather. As they are not built 
to reach the grass with their jaws, be­ 
ing very high in the forequarters, they 
feed on lily pads, roots, watercress and 
moose maple during the summer. The 
watercress 
grows 
chiefly 
in 
deep 
water, and to reach it the moose dive 
in water from ten to fifteen feet in 
depth, leaving only their heels visible 
They stay under from a minute to a 
minute and a half, and usually do their 
diving at night. When they have filled 
their large jaws they proceed to sort 
out such parts as they want and eat 
them leisurely. 
When autumn approaches they take 
to the rocks and high places, where 
they live on yellow birch and white 
willow tops. They stand on their hind 
legs to reach the top of a birch tree 
fifteen feet above the ground, snap it 
off, and then pull off the young shoots. 
In the winter they sustain themselves 
on lichens, ground hemlock and white 
cedar. 
When the snow becomes deep and 
the tem perature is far below zero, they 
herd together in some dense cedar 
swamp and tram ple down the snow 
Often as many as sixty gather at one 
time in this way.

WHITE LOCO WEED, 
ieparim ent; the first, lasting several 
months, is a period of hallucination 
with defective eyesight, during which 
the animal may cut all sorts of capers. 
Once acquiring a taste for the loco 
plant the stock refuse every other kind 
of food until the second stage is ush­ 
ered in. 
This second stage is a linger­ 
ing period of emaciation characterized 
by sunken eye-balls, lusterless hair and 
feeble movements. The animal dies, 
as if from starvation, in periods rang­ 
ing from a few months to one or two 
years. 
Various States have attem pted to 
adopt measures for the eradication of 
the loco weed, but so far these at­ 
tempts have not m et with much suc­ 
cess. 
Colorado, a num ber of years 
ago, offered a reward of so much per 
ton for quantities of th e loco weed 
brought In for extermination. 
The 
Mexican greasers, w ith great thrift, 
started in to farm and 
raise 
loco 
weeds. One of the prime reasons for 
failure to eradicate this weed ty State 
action has been the inability to prop­ 
erly identify the loco p la n t 
In some 
States it has been one weed which 
has caused the poison, ancf in others 
an entirely different species ha§ re­ 
sulted in live stock destruction. 
Experim ents in Poisoning. 
However, the Department of Agricul­ 
ture is now making experiments with 
various poisonous plants of the W est, 
injecting the subtle poisons into sheep, 
cattle and guinea pigs, and studying 
every symptom, until it is hoped that 
some measures may be adopted by 
stockmen to prevent loss through eat­ 
ing of the loco. 
But it is not only th e W est th at is 
complaining to the Departm ent of Agri­ 
culture on account of the presence of 
poisonous plants, for there is no sec- 
tiop of the country which does not 
abound with some form of plant life 
which is either of an irritant or poison­ 
ous character. 
New Jersey recently 
reported a few cases where children 
were poisoned by w ater hemlock. Ore­ 
gon loses cattle every year through one 
species of cicuta. 
Fam iliar to us all 
is the action of poison ivy. W hile it is 
irritable to human beings, it has no 
apparent effect upon animals, horses, 
mules and goats eating its leaves with 
impunity. A number of people are im­ 
mune to its action, but some lose their 
resistant power in middle life; others 
have been known to attain immunity 
only through considerable exposure to 
the poison ivy. 
Deadly Mushrooms. 
The meadows and pastures of many
